Koo Protests Japan*s Policy 


SHANGHAI, (.ffi—The Japanese 
advance on all China fronts from 
Shanghai to the far north was 
leported today to have been halted 
by stiffened Chinese resistance. 

In the Shanghai sector, the re¬ 
peated Japanese thru.sts against 
the 25-mile line running north¬ 
west from the north station were 
beaten back by sheer force of 
numbers in hand-to-hand combat. 

Far to the north in the strate¬ 
gically more important operations 
in the rich provinces of Hopeh and 
Shantung, reliable foreign reports 
bore out the Chinese claim that 
Japan's push had been stopped. 

In the eastern .sector of the 
north China war zone, Japanese 
claimed that their strongly mecha¬ 
nized column had invaded Shan¬ 
tung provience completed the cap¬ 
ture of the walled city of Techow 
and was pressing on against 
Tsinanfu, the provincial capital. 

Further inland, the Japanese 
column advancing along the rail¬ 
road from Peiping to Hankow wtis 
,said to have been outflanked at 
Paotingfu, the captured capital of 
Hopeh province. 

Informed Chinese and Japanese 
circles in Peiping reported that 
Japan planned to form the five 
north China provinces of Hopeh, 
Shantung, Chahar, Suiyuan and 
Shansi into an autonomous repub¬ 
lic- if and when they are cap¬ 
tured. 

The dramatic nine-day old bat¬ 
tle for the environs of Shanghai 
continued unabated just acro.ss 
Soochow creek from the northern 
boundary of the international set¬ 
tlement. 

Time after time, daring Japa- 
lese raiding parties attempted to 
break the deadiock and hurled 
tliemselves against the bayonets 
of the Chinese defenders behind a 
Lcreen of artillery and aerial fire.

to which nations and treaties the 
president referred. 

If he wishes to take the initi¬ 
ative in Improving world condi¬ 
tions, the German foreign office 
article said, the president should 
determine whether he "possesses 
strength enough actually to make 
justice triumphant in the world." 

The German foreign office 
warned the president to remember 
the "shipwreck” of President Wil¬ 
son when he sought to safeguard 
peace for all time through the 
League of Nations. Japan warned 
officially that peace may be "dif¬ 
ficult to maintain” if demands of 
the nations which "have not” col¬ 
onies and raw materials are ig¬ 
nored. 

MADRID SEES THREAT 

The two capitals, Madrid and 
Nanking, that are fighting ene¬ 
mies on opposite sides of the world 
viewed the president's words as 
threats to their foes. 

The socialist newspapers of Va¬ 
lencia, seat of the Spanish govern¬ 
ment, rang with praise for "this 
mighty opinion” and rejoined at 
the weight they expected it would 
carry in Geneva. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s entire speech 
was spread on the front pages of 
Madrid newspapers without com¬ 
ment but with the headlines, 
"Americans want peace: Roose¬ 
velt energetically condemns policy 
of invasion and fascist blackmail;” 
"Roosevelt accuses provocative na¬ 
tions.” 

In Nanking a spokesman for 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek’s 
government declared the speech 
was "gratifying to China as evi¬ 
dence that America is emerging 
from isolationism and neutrality.” 
TALK WELCOME 

"Especially welcome,” he said, 
"is Mr. Roosevelt’s implied con¬ 
demnation of Japan when he said 
‘without warning or justification 
civilians are being ruthlc.ssly mur¬ 
dered.' 

"We understand why the United 
States desires to avoid this (Sino- 
Japanese war but isolationism is 
not the way. China agrees with 
the president’s statement that 
peace-loving nations must strive 
in concert to halt treaty violators. 

"But this must be done before 
it is too late. China hopes Ameri¬ 
can public opinion soon will crys- 
talize in some definite form, such 
as the enforcement of .sanctions.” 

Great Britain taking the presi¬ 
dent’s words as an offer of co¬ 
operation in the Far East, sought 
a formula to give force to his idea 
to "quarantine” the "contagions" 
of war. 

.V.4VAL Si;PPORT 

The cabinet, believing It had at 
Iea.st moral support of the United 
States, weighed emergency meas¬ 
ures to stifle threats of peace in 
the orient and in Europe where 
Spain’s “international” civil war 
is the most immediate concern.

"Mr. Roosevelt talked in very 
general terms about 'the sacred¬ 
ness of treaties’ without distin¬ 
guishing which treaties conform 
to international morality and 
which do not. 

"He spoke of countrie.s eager to 
attack and others which think 
only of defending them.selves. with¬ 
out even here indicating any ade¬ 
quate marks of dnstinction. He 
avoided discussing the role of bol¬ 
shevism which menaces all states 
and peoples. 

VIENNA HAPPY 

"If the President of the United 
States .sees salvation in union of 
peaceful nations and frightening 
off of the bad, then such a pro¬ 
posal can have a practical value 
only if clarity already has been es¬ 
tablished a« to which are good and 
which are bad.” 

In Vienna, such headlines as 
"Roosevelt Declares War on War” 
were typical of the reaction. While 
editors awaited some hint of the 
Austrian government’s attitude, 
the publication "Die Stunde" ob¬ 
served : 

“Roosevelt has given up the 
American policy of isolation and 
stands now beside 90 per cent of 
the world’s population which longs 
for peace and opposes treaty vio¬ 
lation and irresponsible yielding to 
reckles.s instincts. 

"Certainly the President does 
not propose to be drawn deeply 
into affairs of Europe or the orient, 
but neither will America stand 
aside idly when confronted with 
the problem of preserving world 
peace.”

MOODY’S: Share prices last

ARE SHIPPED 

Fruit Exchange Head 
Says Market Better 

Improvement In the California 
Valencia orange market was re¬ 
ported today by Manager Clarence 
Sklles of the Orange County Fruit 
Exchange. 

Skiles’ report showed that ship¬ 
ments of valencitis for the month

of September through associations 
affiliated with the Orange County 
Fruit Exchange amounted to 799 
carloads, 29 cars of which were 
sold through market channels 
within the state and 770 cars 
moved to export and domestic mar¬ 
kets. 

LEMON SHIPMENTS 

This makes a total of 4271 cars 
of Valencias moved to Oct. 1 by 
the exchange. At the same date 
last year shipments of packed and 
loose Valencias amounted to 5802 
carloads. 

liemon shipments for the district 
in the month of September 
amounted to 23 cars, which brings 
the total shipments to date of this 
variety to 328 cars. Total Cali¬ 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange 
storage as of Oct. 1 shows a de¬ 
crease of 19 per cent as compared 
with the storage of Sept. 15 and 
while 25 cars more than last year, 
is below the storage for three of 
the past five years and is 140 cars 
below an average storage on Oct. 
1 during the past five years. 
MARKET GOOD 

Estimated picks of lemons for 
October, which are around 500 
cars below those of last year, are 
300 cars less than the average 
picks for October during the past 
five years. The market on Cali¬ 
fornia lemons at the present time 
is very satisfactory on large sizes, 
the report said, however, the val¬ 
ues on extremely small sizes and 
off-condition are quite low. 

The revised merchantable crop 
of Southern California valencias as 
reported by the California-Arizona 
Orange and Grapefruit Agency 
now has been set at 23,850 cars, 
which Includes the entire shippable 
crop for the season for all shippers. 
Shipmeets of valencias to Sept. 25 1 
have amounted to 21.513 cars, I 
which leaves a merchantable crop

If housework seems like drudg¬ 
ery, just think of Lyman Sar¬ 
gent, the man who’s swept stuff 
three times around the world. 

• * * 

This sweeping sensation is 
housekeeper ot Santa Ana’s wide 
open spaces, and he’s pushed two 
brooms some 400,000,000 feet in 
the last 10 years. That’s sweepin’i 

« * * 

Most of that 75,000-mlle 
stretch has been in the wee 
small hours after Santa Anans 
have gone to bed, because Sar¬ 
gent is the street-sweeper-man 
on the night shift. 

« * * 

He doesn’t exactly push the 
brooms. He rides on top of the 
huge street-sweeper-machine that 
parades up and down the city’s 
122 miles of pavement and usu¬ 
ally awakens each neighborhood 
as it rumbles past. 

• * * 

Sargent covers about 86 miles 
each night, working from 11 
p. m. to 7 a. m. The day man, 

C. E. Clark, duplicates this mile¬ 
age during his shift. Clark works 
mostly the outlying residence 
districts where he doesn’t have 
to compete with so many parked 
cars. Sargent is the one who 
cleans up the well-strewn down¬ 
town streets. 

* • 

It takes nearly 8000 gallons of 
gasoline each year to run the 
street sweeper, which chugs along 
at between six and seven miles an 
hour, whirling a 50-pound steel 
gutter broom and another 100- 
pound brush on the shoulder of the I 
streets. They have to install a new 
broom about once a week. 

• 

The sweeper sprinkles some 
600 gallons of water on the 
streets and has to make fre¬ 
quent stops to reload its tank 
from passing fire plugs. Sweep¬ 
ings are dumped whenever the 
“hopper” gets full, which hap- 
I)ens around six or seven times 
a night now, but will run up as 
high as 30 or 40 times on some 
streets during the late autumn 
when leaves are falling. 

* « • 

Sargent has seen some funny 
things on his night run. People 
seem to think they’re all alone at 
around 3 or 4 o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing, he explains, and they aren’t 
too careful about keeping the 
shades down. 

• • • 

When a parked car is in the 
way, the street-sweeper man just 
swings the big machine around it. 
"I’ve never hit a car yet.” he said, 
"but I always just barely miss 
them. I’ve come close enough to 
scare people sitting In some of 
these cars when they didn’t know 
I was so close.” 

« « * 

Although parked cars are a 
nuisance to the street janitors, 
they don’t mind them nearly as 
much as piles of rocks or rub¬ 
bish in the gutter. “There’s an 
ordinance, but I guess most |>eo- 
ple haven't read It,” Sargent 
complained. 

* * * 

Dirtiest streets in town are 
Broadway, Sycamore, Bush and 
Fourth, the sweeper-man claims. 
Notable for having most leaves 
are Eastside and Greenleaf.

He picks up more cigaret and 
candy wrappers than anything 
else, and he gets more than 100 
liquor bottles in a week’s run. He’s 
even found a purse, hat, gloves 

and various articles of wearing 

apparel—mostly women’s at dif¬ 
ferent times.

Most valuable haul was two 
$1 bills, which he found on Fifth 
street after last Armistice Day’s 
parade. “Haven’t found a nickel 
since then,” he lamented.

One of the most startling ex¬ 
periences was the time he swept

The sweeper-man expects Hal- ‘ 
lowe’en. to be his toughest night ' 
of the year, rivaled only by New ] 
Year’s Eve. That’s both because of ^ 
the confetti, cans and assorted 
junk celebraters throw around, 
and because of the fact that a lot ’ 
more people stay on the streets 1 
all night. Any Saturday night is ■ 
bad enough, though.

Night street-sweeping is rath¬ 
er hazardous, and ^stinctly un¬ 
comfortable in many ways. The 
sweeper-man rides in the open, 
and his perch is fairly high. 

So he sometimes gets caught on 
low-hanging branches. Once ho ' 
was pulled completely off the 
machine.

Many low limbs hit Sargent, and 
a good number of bugs and ants 
drop on him from the trees. “And 
it gets mighty cold in the winter,” 
he added.

Dogs frequently trail the sweep¬ 
er for a block or two, yapping at 
its huge brooms the whole way. 
Sargent has only one steady dog 
customer, however.

“It’s a large collie down on 

South Birch street,” he ex¬ 
plained, “and ho attacks the 
sweeper every night when I go 
by. Hasn’t missed In more than 
a year.”

Busiest comer in the early 

morning hours is Third and Main 
street. “I can’t sweep there on 
Saturday nights until about 4 
a. m.,’’ Sargent said. He usually 
hits the residential districts first, 
then heads for downtown Santa 
Ana at about 1 o’clock when the 
cars are pretty well thinned out.

All business district streets 
are swept each night, the main 
arteries get cleaned twice a 
week, and less-used streets arc 
on the schedule for once a week.

From now till the leaves stop 
falling, business will be picking 
up in more ways than one for 
Santa Ana’s street-sweepermen.

Measure the flour and resift 
with salt, baking powder and soda.

Arrange peach slices 
over the top of the cake, pressing 
down slightly so they will stay in 
place when the cake is baked. Mix 
together 14 cup brown sugar, 
packed, 4 table-spoons butter, 1 
teaspoon salt and 14 teaspoon cin¬ 
namon or allspice. Spread this 
over the peaches.

TOWNSEND 
NEWS, VIEWS

At a meeting which packed the 
Clearwater, Fla., city hall, Con¬ 
gressman J. Hardin Peterson re¬ 
cently told his audience that ef¬ 
forts on the part of the bolting 
few of the general welfare steering 
committee to get the others to 
take the same attitude had been a 
failure. He urged Townsendites to 
continue their educational program 
and to enlarge and solidify the 
Townsend organization. 

Congressman Peterson told of 
the steering committee’s request, 
sent to Dr. Townsend to come to 
Washington for a conference. After 
the doctor’s arrival, Mr. Peterson 
says, “We discussed the situation 
frankly with Dr. Townsend. Some 
of the steering committee were for 
the court plan and some were not. 
When the California representative 
asked what the doctor would say 
were he to vote for the court plan, 
the doctor replied, ’You should be 
defeated . . . but remember, that 
is my personal opinion. I am 
speaking for myself, not for the 
organization.’ ’’ (These words of 
the doctor sound quite different 
from some, another representative 
used in a letter addressed to Town¬ 
send clubs describing the same in¬ 
cident.) In describing this meet¬ 
ing Congressman Peter.son says: 
“We all shook hands with Dr, 
Townsend and we were all in good 
spirits.” 

The Florida congressman went 
on to say: “Deliberate efforts 
have been made to get the steer¬ 
ing committee to take sides with 
the new faction. We did not, as 
reported, take action with the new 
organization. The steering com¬ 
mittee is going ahead, taking no 
sides. Your organization (mean¬ 
ing the Townsend one) difficulties 
will have to be settled by your or¬ 
ganization.” 

Congre.ssman Peterson then add¬ 
ed, “I do know that there wa.s 
nothing said or done in Washing¬ 
ton to cause Johnson and the oth¬ 
ers to withdraw. There was some 
talk that the steering committee 
was pulling out. This is not true. 
They are working hard for the 
passage of the general welfare or 
Townsend bill." The congressman 
continued to' criticize Arthur L. 
Johnson by saying to his Town¬ 
send audience: “You were making 
headway before the rift came. Not 
enough happened to cause a rift, 
and I blame Johnson for stepping

However, the band which 
Sitting Bull was more commonly 
known as the Hunkpapas.

It is difficult to associate work 
with the plant kingdom, but truly 
a living plant does perform a great 
amount of work. Plants perform 
their operations so slowly that it 
is hard to associate it with work, 
but the results are just as sure. 

If one would take a series of 
pictures and run them at high 
speed through a motion picture 
machine, the action would be very 
different. We then would see the 
tips of the leaves and stems strain¬ 
ing and twisting at their bond* 
with a determined and vigorous ef¬ 
fort; the flowers open and close 
with a sudden snap; roots pene¬ 
trating the soil like angle worms; 
the very tiny seedlings in their de¬ 
termined effort to force through 
impeding earth. Or of the flow of 
juices within the cells, and many 
actions of lesser importance being 
carried on continuously. 

There are plant phenomena that 
do not have to be magnified to 
show a definite work performed. 
The Venus flytrap close so rapidly 
upon an adventuresome Insect that 
it cannot escape. The sensitive 
plant upon being touched imme¬ 
diately collapses. Another more 
common example of real work per¬ 
formed by plants is seen very often 
in the action of roots upon walk* 
and pavements. Sometimes entire 
sections of concrete pavements or 
walls are entirely demolished by 
root activity. This would help to 
show the tons of pressure exerted 
by the root system. Even very 
small plants are capable of doing 
considerable damage, where thelt 
roots become insinuated between 
stones of wells or foundations. Oc¬ 
casionally it Is noticed that asphalt 
pavings are broken where the soft- 
bodied mushrooms have been able 
to exert force strong enough to 
penetrate the very hard sub¬ 
stance. 

The work performed by plants 
Is just as real aa that performed 
by animals cdthough it is usually 
a great deal slower.

Administration political enemies are throwing every 
vegetable they can grab at the new Alabama justice, and 
one after another the other main lights of the New Deal 
will be subjected to a similar bombardment as their turn 
comes before the footlights. 

Another unofficial preview will take place early next 
month in New York when two strong men, Fiorella La 
Guardia and Jerry Mahoney, battle it out in the center of 
the ring for mayorship. 

One ardent anti-administrationite. Sen. Dr. Royal S.
